CLOSE ENOUGH! 

Scientists at the Palomar observatory in California 
have been studying a huge exploding star, first ob- 
served a few weeks ago. They say the explosion actu.- 
ally occUrre'd some "20~mllllons' years" 'mo', and that 
It has taken that long for the light Irom the ex- 
plosion to reach us. 

Suoh an astronomical distance la beyond the com- 
prehension of ordinary mortals. Light travels at the 
rate of 186,000 miles a second— «o the supernova whose 
light took 20 million years to reach earth Is a long, 
long way out In space. 

And It's a good thing. The scientists said the kind 
of explosion which produces a supernova Is so violent 
"by comparison an H-bomb Is as mild as a falling 
feather." 

With "mild" H-bomb blasts a bit too close lor 
human comfort, a stellar explosion of suoh magnitude 
Is close enough at 30 million light years away. Mat- 
ter of fact, we'd be happy if aU our H-bomb blasts— 
pasti present and future— could be moved that far out 
In space.— Salt Lake Tribune.

Declared Here 

Now It the time to gray Canada 

thistle and spring gnin, reminds 
Eodney Tegan, county weed euper- 
vlsor. 

Canada thistle should be sprayed 
when It -Is well out of the pound. 
Best tune for spraying iprinp, grain 
is when grain Is between the atoollng 
and boot stage. 

For Irrigated cereals, the recom- 
mended spray mixture U two pounds 
of 2,4-D to So gallons ef water per 
acre. Less water can be used, but It la 
likely to result In more damage to 
the grain, eaya Tegan. For dryland 
cereals, two pounds of 3.4-D should 
be used In 20 gallons of water. 

Double doses of spray .are sug- 
gested for badly Infested spots. This 
may be done by slowing the spray- 
ing machine to half speed. 

Heavy application may cause some 
damage to grain In the Infested area, 
but the actual loss of yield will be 
small In comparison If the weeds 
were left alone. 

Pressure of 30 to. 40 pounds for 
spray apparatus Is suggested. If 
weed stands are heavy, a higher 
pressure Ir advisable. Low pressures 
should be used and spray booms set 
not more than 20 Inches above weeds 
for complete coverage and least drift, 
says Tegan.

's Vertical Takeoff Craft 
Makes .First Flight in Hangar 



MOPPET FIELD, Calif., June 3 
(IB— The navy's radically new XFY-l 
vertical takeoff fighter plane has 
made a successful test flight of some 
60 feet straight up. 

Plying Inside the giant dirigible 
hangar at the navy base here some 
50 miles south of San Francisco yes- 
terday. It flew on a leash ln what 
Oonsolidated-Vultee aircraft offi- 
cials referred to at a, "tethered flight 
test." ' 

At the controls of the exerlmental 
plane, nicknamed the "Pogo Stick" 
by the navy, was veteran Convair 
teat pilot J. F. (Skeets) Coleman, 
who celebrated his 36th birthday 
with the brief flight. 

Some 200 press, television and ra- 
dio representatives looked on from 
a catwalk 50 feet up the side of the 
hangar as Coleman gunned the tre- 
mendous turboprop engine Into an 
ear-splitting roar and slowly lifted 
the plane straight up towards the 
roof of the hangar 184 feet above. 

The plane rose slowly with gath- 
ering speed, much like the takeoff 
of a propeller driven rocket. At ap- 
proximately 60 feet above the floor 
the test pilot brought the plane- to a 
halt and hung suspended with the 
six huge counter-rotating propeller 
blades stirring up a small cyolone, 

Coleman flew with the canopy 
open, lying almost flat on his back 
and looking backward over hia 
shoulder at the hangar floor as he 
maneuvered the controls with his 
hands and feet ln adjusting the pow- 
er of the engine to the flight. 

Then gently, like a man settlngft 
down a crate of eggs, he brought the 
plane to the floor at rest position — 
on its tall with its nose pointed sky- 
ward. 

In a second flight Coleman took 
the craft aloft on Its leash once 
more and made it dance from side to 
side in the air, showing that If the 
plane was untethered he could have 
swung over on level flight and left 
the hangar for the air spaces out 
side. 

It was the first' public demonstra 
tlon of the plane which has been ln 
construction at the Consolidated 
Vultee plant In San Diego for. about 
four years. 



B. F. Coggan, San Diego division 
manager lor Convair, said the first 
actual free (light test should take 
Place within the liext month or two. 

The plane, which haj swept back 
wings and two huge tall fins like a 
space ship, l 6 designed to takeoff 
and land like a helicopter, yet fly 
like a fighter. 

Its economy in landing space 
could eventually make every ship ln 
a navy convoy Its own carrier with 
fighter protection against enemy air 
attack. It will take off vertically 
from the deck of a cargo ship and 
fly at speeds In excess of 500 miles 
per hour making it the fastest prop 
driven fighter aircraft ln the world, 
Coggan said.
